It has become so serious a problem that the fed­ 
eral government and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, are concerned about how carbon 
monoxide poisoning contributes to accidents. 
According to the Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, a safety agency supported by the insurance 
industry, the ICC issued a report implicating 
carbon monoxide poisoning as a factor in causing 
a bus-truck accident. 
The collision killed nine 
persons and injured 32. 
The ICC said an examination of the truck driver’s 
body disclosed the presence of carbon monoxide 
in his blood. The concentration was not particu­ 
larly high, but the ICC noted that even small 
amounts can produce drowsiness. 
Stated the ICC report: “ It appears obvious that 
in the investigation of future accidents, the like­ 
lihood of carton monoxide effects upon drivers 
must be given careful attention.” 
Meanwhile, Congress has focused some of its 
attention on the related problem of air pollution. 
Hearings by Senate committees have been held 
in Detroit and Washington about pollution and 
the possibility of developing an electric car. 
It is hoped that a partial solution will be found 
under the Clean Air Act of 1965. 
This act re ­ 
quires that new 1968 cars be certified as meeting 
the federal standards for exhaust emission. The 
federal exhaust standard is patterned after one 
used in California for several years. 
But the 
success of the California standard is open to 
question and has been challenged by various 
j.uthurities. 
To combat the problem, President Johnson has 
asked for federal grants to help the states inspect 
cars. 
This is to make sure autos comply with 
the anti-pollution standard.

RADIO SOFIA ATTACK 
GOES UNCHALLENGED 
With these words, the Bulgarian government of 
Todor Zhivkov celebrated the 17th anniversary 
of

United Nations Declaration of Human 
Rights: 
“ A more perfidious and m erciless method for 
the enslavement of man has not been invented in 
any other country than in the United States. 
It is true that in 1788 the principle that all men 
were created equal was proclaimed, but this 
did not prevent the cruel annihilation of the 
red Indian. 
Even now the Negro in the United 
States is kept in actual slavery.” 
This savage attack aired by Radio Sofia has 
gone unchallenged by a State Department which 
pretends that fundamental changes, a general 
mellowing, have occurred in recent years in 
the satellite empire. 
Actually, Bulgaria is a tight little police state 
where basic freedoms are nonexistent, where an 
anti-Communist joke may cost the offender five 
years in jail. 
The situation is little different anywhere in the 
satellite empire. However, the State Department 
believes that “ winds of freedom” have blown 
across Eastern Europe and independent think­ 
e rs are replacing Moscow yes-men in positions 
of power. 
This belief is strongly challenged in a report 
prepared recently by the authoritative Assem­ 
bly of Captive European Nations (ACEN). 
The

clear that a 
“ large-scale denial of human rights” is charac­ 
teristic of every satellite in Eastern Europe. 
Consider Poland, the Communist state that has 
been wrooed by dollar-bearing Americans for 
almost a decade. 
The Polish regime is today 
more repressive than at any time since Amer­ 
ican assistance began. 
The 
distinguished 
Polish 
writer, 
Melchior 
Wankowicz, was sentenced to 18 months in 
jail for a “ crim e especially dangerous at the 
time of rebuilding the country.” 
He had criti­ 
cized government persecution of the intellec­ 
tuals. 
Another writer received an identical 
sentence in September when he said “ there is 
no freedom of speech, of thought or of the 
press in Poland.” 
Last year, Radio Budapest announced the sen­ 
tencing of two Roman Catholic priests to five 
and eight years in prison. The priests had been 
arrested because they organized “ discussions” 
among youth groups without “ being authorized 
by the state.” 
Several dozen Catholic leaders continue to 
languish in Czechoslovakian prisons; some have 
been there for more than 15 years. 
A number 
of Lutheran Slovak pastors, imprisoned during 
the Stalin era, share the same fate. 
Roman Catholic and Uniate bishops, including 
Ion Baldauser and Alexander Todea, remain in 
Rumanian prison camps. 
A recently-approved 
Rumanian decree gives the state the power to 
commit to a mental institution anyone whose 
actions tend to “ disturb the working conditions 
of others.”

Fairfax M. Cone, often called the senior states­ 
man of American advertising, has set down 
a list of rules which provide a guide to both 
merchant and public in evaluating advertising. 
The head of one of the world’s great advertising 
agencies, Mr. Cone said that newspaper adver­ 
tising of clothing and food is the most produc­ 
tive advertising in the world: 
“ They tell What, Where, and How Much; they 
say these things in the fewest possible words, 
in the plainest of term s, and they illustrate 
them without invention, with remarkable fidel­ 
ity.” 
Mr. Cone proposed a code for good advertising 
which could be easily followed by any retailer: 
1. Advertising should be clear as to proposition. 
It should select logical prospects — no one else 
m atters. 
2. Advertising should be complete. It should 
leave no question unanswered. 
3. Advertising should be important. 
Logical 
prospects should learn something important from 
it. 
4. Advertising should be personal. 
It should 
express the advertiser’s personality. 
5. Advertising should produce an immediate 
decision to do something that the advertising 
calls for. 
Mr. Cone’s code is so simple that it’s impor­ 
tance can be misleading. 
He is saying that an 
advertisement should contain everything that a 
good news story in the newspaper contains. He 
is saying that every advertisement should provide 
a service to the potential consumer. 
In effect, he is saying that any retailer, however 
small, should prepare his advertisements in the 
samedanguage he uses when he talks to a favorite 
customer.

It has become so serious a problem that the fed­ 
eral government and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, are concerned about how carbon 
monoxide poisoning contributes to accidents. 
According to the Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, a safety agency supported by the insurance 
industry, the ICC issued a report implicating 
carbon monoxide poisoning as a factor in causing 
a bus-truck accident.

The ICC said an examination of the truck driver’s 
body disclosed the presence of carbon monoxide 
in his blood. The concentration was not particu­ 
larly high, but the ICC noted that even small 
amounts can produce drowsiness. 
Stated the ICC report: “ It appears obvious that 
. in the investigation of future accidents, the like­ 
lihood of carbon monoxide effects upon drivers 
must be given careful attention.” 
Meanwhile, Congress has focused some of its 
attention on the related problem of air pollution. 
Hearings by Senate committees have been held 
in Detroit and Washington about pollution and 
the possibility of developing an electric car. 
It is hoped that a partial solution will be found 
under the Clean Air Act of 1965. 
This act re­ 
quires that new 1966 cars be certified as meeting 
the federal standards for exhaust emission. The 
federal exhaust standard is patterned after one 
used in California for several years. 
But the 
success of the California standard is open to 
question and has been challenged by various 
i.athorities. 
To combat the problem, President Johnson has 
asked for federal grants to help the states inspect 
cars. 
This is to make sure autos comply with 
the anti-pollution standard. 
What can you do? 
For your personal safety, 
get your entire exhaust system checked every 
6,000 miles for deadly leaks. If you hear some­ 
thing rattling or thumping underneath your car, 
don’t wait that long -- get it checked immediate­ 
ly.

RADIO SOFIA ATTACK 
GOES UNCHALLENGED 
With these words, the Bulgarian government of 
Todor Zhivkov celebrated the 17th anniversary 
of the 
United Nations Declaration of Human 
Rights: 
“A more perfidious and merciless method for 
the enslavement of man has not been invented in 
any other country than in the United States. 
It is true that in 1788 the principle that all men 
were created equal was proclaimed, but this 
did not prevent the cruel annihilation of the 
red Indian. 
Even now the Negro in the United 
States is kept in actual slavery.” 
This savage attack aired by Radio Sofia has 
gone unchallenged by a State Department which 
pretends that fundamental changes, a general 
mellowing, have occurred in recent years in 
the satellite empire. 
Actually, Bulgaria is a tight little police state 
where basic freedoms are nonexistent, where an 
anti-Communist joke may cost the offender five 
years in jail. 
The situation is little different anywhere in the 
satellite empire. However, the State Department 
believes that “winds of freedom” have blown 
across Eastern Europe and independent think­ 
ers are replacing Moscow yes-men in positions 
of power. 
This belief is strongly challenged in a report 
prepared recently by the authoritative Assem­ 
bly of Captive European Nations (ACEN). 
The

clear that a 
“ large-scale denial of human rights” is charac­ 
teristic of every satellite in Eastern Europe. 
Consider Poland, the Communist state that has 
been wooed by dollar-bearing Americans for 
almost a decade. 
The Polish regime is today 
more repressive than at any time since Amer­ 
ican assistance began. 
The 
distinguished 
Polish 
writer, 
Melchior 
Wankowicz, was sentenced to 18 months in 
jail for a “crime especially dangerous at the 
time of rebuilding the country.” 
He had criti­ 
cized government persecution of the intellec­ 
tuals. 
Another writer received an identical 
sentence in September when he said “there is 
no freedom of speech, of thought or of the 
press in Poland.” 
Last year. Radio Budapest announced the sen­ 
tencing of two Roman Catholic priests to five 
and eight years in prison. The priests had been 
arrested because they organized “discussions” 
among youth groups without “being authorized 
by the state.” 
Several dozen Catholic leaders continue to 
languish in Czechoslovakian prisons; some have 
been there for more than 15 years. 
A number 
of Lutheran Slovak pastors, imprisoned during 
the Stalin era, share the same fate. 
Roman Catholic and Uniate bishops, including 
Ion Baldauser and Alexander Todea, remain in 
Rumanian prison camps. 
A recently-approved 
Rumanian decree gives the state the power to 
commit to a mental institution anyone whose 
actions tend to “disturb the working conditions 
of others.” 
The decree closely resembles a 
standing Soviet practice of spiriting critical 
writers (such as Tarsis and Yesenin-Volpin) to 
insane asylums. 
The ACEN report reveals that in Albania alone 
16,000 political prisoners are now in prisons, 
forced labor camps or special detention centers.

Fairfax M. Cone, often called the senior states­ 
man of American advertising, has set down 
a list of rules which provide a guide to both 
merchant and public in evaluating advertising. 
The head of one of the world’s great advertising 
agencies, Mr. Cone said that newspaper adver­ 
tising of clothing and food is the most produc­ 
tive advertising in the world: 
“They tell What, Where, and How Much; they 
say these things in the fewest possible words, 
in the plainest of terms, and they illustrate 
them without invention, with remarkable fidel­ 
ity.” 
Mr. Cone proposed a code for good advertising 
which could be easily followed by any retailer: 
1. Advertising should be clear as to proposition. 
It should select logical prospects — no one else 
matters. 
2. Advertising should be complete. It should 
leave no question unanswered. 
3. Advertising should be important. 
Logical 
prospects should learn something important from 
it. 
4. Advertising should be personal. 
It should 
express the advertiser’s personality. 
5. Advertising should produce an immediate 
decision to do something that the advertising 
calls for. 
Mr. Cone’s code is so simple that ifs impor­ 
tance can be misleading. 
He is saying that an 
advertisement should contain everything that a 
good news story in the newspaper contains. He 
is saying that every advertisement should provide 
a service to the potential consumer. 
In effect, he is saying that any retailer, however 
small, should prepare his advertisements in the 
same -language he uses when he talks to a favorite 
customer.

Candidates Will Tread

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The year 1968 promises more potential physical danger 
and discomfort for presidential nominees and other top office 
seekers than has ever been in prospect in American history. 
A key Democratic senator, assuming President Johnson’s 
renomination, recently said privately: 
“There are a lot of places where the President just won’t 
>e able to go.” 
He was thinking of ghetto areas and other urban sectors 
vhere Negro riots have boiled up in recent years. 
But the danger is posed not only by angry, frustrated 
Negroes but by militant anti-Vietnam war groups. 
The senator who foresees so much of this in 1968 believes 
Los Angeles could be one of the worst trouble spots. 
Though Johnson as the incumbent would probably be the 
main target, there is no certainty that his Republican ad­ 
versary would escape physical peril. 
At least three prospective GOP nominess—Richard Nixon 
and Govs. Ronald Reagan of California and Nelson Rocke­ 
feller of New York—have strong hawkish leanings on the 
Vietnam war. 
The problem of physical security is likely to be year-long, 
stretching through the primaries, the national conventions, 
and the September-October stumping. But the conventions 
will pose special difficulties. 
Though Democratic National Committeeman Jacob Arvey 
has assured the President and others that Chicago’s Mayor 
Richard Daley will provide safe conditions for the Democrats’ 
Aug. 26 convention there, much skepticism still exists. 
Not only the convention's South Side site but much of the 
route leading to it stands in troubled Chicago territory. The 
Secret Service will be hard-pressed to make it sniper-free. 
Nothing would be quite so dismal as pictures, fed to the 
whole world, of this country’s “free election process” unfold­ 
ing day by day under the protection of National Guard or 
regular army troops. 
Republicans think they can manage things fairly well in 
Miami Beach, since that city stands on a long island sliver 
connected to mainland Florida by causeways which presum­ 
ably could be blocked to choke off mob threats. 
Too-little-remembered now is the fact that, even without 
major protest from Negro and antiwar groups, both 1964 
conventions developed dangerous crowd problems. 
At the GOP convention which nominated Barry Goldwater. 
Cow Palace doors had to be locked early to prevent storm­ 
ing by angry citizens. 
In Atlantic City, the huge hall where Johnson was nom­ 
inated was deliberately “oversold” by nervous Democrats 
who feared gaping areas of empty seats showing on nation­ 
wide television. The result: On at least two nights people 
were nearly crushed in a tangled mass outside the hall. 
There is no evidence at all that officials in either party 
are yet facing the full gravity of the prospect that danger of 
this sort in 1968 will not only be much uglier but will be far, 
far more frequent.

Not only the convention’s South Side site but much of the 
route leading to it stands in troubled Chicago territory. The 
Secret Service will be hard-pressed to make it sniper-free. 
Nothing would be quite so dismal as pictures, fed to the 
whole world, of this country’s “free election process” unfold­ 
ing day by day under the protection of National Guard or 
regular army troops. 
Republicans think they can manage things fairly well in 
Miami Beach, since that city stands on a long island sliver 
connected to mainland Florida by causeways which presum­ 
ably could be blocked to choke off mob threats. 
Too-little-remembered now is the fact that, even without 
major protest from Negro and antiwar groups, both 1964 
conventions developed dangerous crowd problems. 
At the GOP convention which nominated Barry Coldwater, 
Cow Palace doors had to be locked early to prevent storm­ 
ing by angry citizens. 
In Atlantic City, the huge hall where Johnson was nom­ 
inated was deliberately “oversold” by nervous Democrats 
who feared gaping areas of empty seats showing on nation­ 
wide television. The result: On at least two nights people 
were nearly crushed in a tangled mass outside the hall. 
There is no evidence at all that officials in either party 
are yet facing the full gravity of the prospect that danger of 
this sort in 1968 will not only be much uglier but will be far, 
far more frequent.

DEAR GIRLS—After changing the length of a heavy coat 
there is often a suggestion of the depth of the hem even 
though not a single stitch came through to the top of the 
fabric. 


To prevent this, pin the hem to the desired length, cut off 
to make it even but do not put seam binding on the edge. If 
the material would ravel badly, overcast the edges loosely. 
Place a row of pins about one-inch from the edge and through 
both thicknesses of fabric. Turn the loose end back as you 
sew and catch the underneath threads of outside of coat to 
inside threads of hem with hand stitching. When the hem is 
in there will be a loose inch-wide flap at the top of the hem 
which will be pressed down flat with the rest of the hem and 
the lining will come down over the raw edge. I find heavy 
dresses and skirts also look much better when hemmed this 
way as there is no hint of the depth of the hem on the outside 
of the garment.—POLLY

To prevent this, pin the hem to the desired length, cut off 
to make it even but do not put seam binding on the edge. If 
the material would ravel badly, overcast the edges loosely. 
Place a row of pins about one-inch from the edge and through 
both thicknesses of fabric. Turn the loose end back as you 
sew and catch the underneath threads of outside of coat to 
inside threads of hem with hand stitching. When the hem is 
in there will be a loose inch-wide flap at the top of the hem 
which will be pressed down flat with the rest of the hem and 
the lining will come down over the raw edge. I find heavy 
dresses and skirts also look much better when hemmed this

It was tied together 
with a thread and hairpins put through the ends to anchor 
the braid in place. I covered the braid with my own hair so 
it was very neat-looking and most satisfactory. A few extra 
hairpins kept the loose ends from straying.—TRINA
